Youghatl,cheRebels vnited came out Routly in batcaha againſt 
us 1n number toonr deeming ſome 6000. having the oddes 
of us imnomber ſomewhat, although we had it of them in 
Armes and men, Sir Symon did not approue of charging them 
with horſe at the firſt, becauſe-he was zealons of the- ground, 
hearing of ſo miſerable a chance ofghe Sgors noe 3. dayes be- 
fore, bur Caprtaine Paget aſſured-him chat he knew the place 


perfectly, and thac ir was firme and fureboth for horſe and 


man, yer Sir Spox wauld net charge with horſe bur onely 
flanked them and brought np the toote in maine Batralia,ve- 
ry floucly commanding to give fire at ſuch and ſuch diſtance, 
the Enemy received the firit and cond Volley very manful- 
Iy, and an{wered it very reſolutely,bur there was great oddes 
in Ares, at the third Volley they began manifeftly to faile : 
whereupongrew a differen:e betw2en Sir S;xwen Harcoxrr, 

and Caprtaine Paget crying now it's time for your horſe, and 

Sir Simon commanding advance as yon are hotſe time enough, 
whoſe command was; tollowed, for the Vanne,winged with 
ſome 2. Hundred Horſe, aſide Marcbed up to whe very beards 
of the Rebels, who diopped exceeding faft, nor 'ab.e ro en- 
dure thefiercenelle of our Fire-men, which indeed were ab!e 
men being a great many old Soldiers that had ſerved in the 
beginning of King [ames his Raigne, the Rebels not longer 
able ro endure either our Shot or order, gave up openly, and 
not onely retreated bur plainly rooke rnemlſelves to their 
heeles, cafting amay their Callivers, and other armes,to make 


the more peed, then. cryed Sr.. Simon charge gs =

knowing that all was loſt abrozd, left'my Lord withont take- 
ing leaue, and ſhifted for himſelfe , Thus have we gotten 
Yogall againe, and hope ſhortly to quiet Munfter, whatie- 
evcr ſhall become of che other Provinces. ,
